Shocking Murder by a Female Slave.—Y esterday 
afternoon, about 4 p. m., a most shocking murder was com¬ 
mitted upon the body of the wife of Basil Hall, residing in 
Alexandria County, Va., about five miles from this city. Ac¬ 
cording to her deposition, her husband was walking over bis 
farm, and the rest of tbe whites of the family were at Church, 
when a stave woman named Jenny-the property of Hail-pnt 
an armful of dry plank on the fire, which Mrs. Hall ordered 
her to take off. She did so, hot quickly pat it on again. Mrs. 
Hail again ordered her to take it off. The Degress then 
seized her, and forcing her head down between her (the 
assailant's) legs, backed her into the fire. Three times 
according to Mrs Hall’s deposition, she managed ,o breTk 
loose from tbe fiend, who as often seized her and Dialed her 
hack on the fire. On the last occasion her screams brought 
others of the family negroes and her husband to her rescue 
Mrs. Hall died last night at midnight. Tbe murderess before 
committing her dreadful crime, took the precaution to seDd a 
small negro girl, who was in the room, to the spring for water. 
The negtess, who has, of coarse, been committed to jail, denies 
the crime, alleging that her mistress fell into the fire. It is 
most fortunate for the ends of justice that Mis. Hall survived 
sufficiently long to make ac antemortem deposition. Hall 
tried to shoot tbe woman ere she was conveyed to prison, but 
was prevented from accomplishing his object. He and bis 
family were considered by respectable perrons in the neigh¬ 
bourhood as being bard on servants, and not very long since 
be had a portion of hie farm buildings burned by some of his 
own servants.— Washington Star, Monday.

These negroes were sold 
by order of Ihe Court tot remaining To the State uoottary to 
tow. On Monday last, negroes belonging to tbo estate of 
John W. Moore, were eold at prices ranging from $300 to 
upwards of $700, according to *g« and sex. Also, a kt 
belonging to tbe estate of John M. McFarland sold at good 
priors considering tbe monoy pressure. One man sold for 
$1,060 .—The South, Jan. 6.

Dancing.— The Alabama Methodist Protestant An¬ 
nual Conference has adopted tbe following resolution: 

"That any parents or guardians belonging to our church, 
who shall patronize that school of sin, tho dancing school, by 
sending their children or wards, shall be subject to trial and 
reproof, suspension or expolsion, as the cose may demand." 

If tbla Conference should resolve to saapend or expel all 
members of their church who dishonour the oaose of Christ by 
refusing to obey his command, “ whatsoever ye would that 
men should do unto you, do ye even so unto them,” it might 
he considered an incendiary doctrine. Persons unacquainted 
with tbe circumstances might suppose that dancing to a more 
heinous offence than stovehoiding.

The Negroes op Long Island.— A correspondent of 
the Boetop Journal says: “ One of tbe marked restores of Long 
■•land Is the number of coloured people residing there. When 
the Uw of 1822 abolished stoveriin the State of NeW York 
much cheap land was found on .be totondTmd os this wm 
offered at a very small rate, the coloured people took tbe 
teoefit of tbe sate to purchase homesteads tor themselves. 
Thus in Jamaica, Flatboah, Brooklyn, md all zronnd in those 
localities, negroes abound. Indeed, some stoves are stili to be 
found on the island. Tbe tow that freed the slave* did not 
allow tht old md the decrepid to bc turned from the door of 
the old homestead to seek charity of an inhospitable world- 
but an express provision was made to have all over a certain 
age supported by the estate of tbe master, md one or two old 
slaves still live and are so supported: for they are old and 
tough, and, like the Arab, will dry up and blow away. But 
the tods and children of these black* have little care taken of 
them; they have no school provided for them, and they are not 
allowed to attend tbe public school. Bat what the hand of tbe 
public refoaes to do for them, the warm heart of woman’s kind¬ 
ness has done. In the town of Fialbush, about 14 miles from 
Brooklyn, is the princely residence of Mrs. Vanderbilt, the wife 
of Judge V., the Democratic candidate for Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor. Here, on each Sabbath, lbe neglected blacks are gath¬ 
ered together in tbe rooms cf Mrs. V., and instructed in reading, 
spelling, aid tbe Word of God; and these neglected children 
come from three md four miles around, md tbs group is made 
happy in the kindness and affection of tbe esteemed lady.” 

The Largest Church in the Uxitkd 8tatez—T be 
African church iu Richmond, Va., has long been the largott 
church in this country, though il to now second In point of 
numbers to tbe cbnrch in Beaufort,S. C., of which Rev. J. M.
